In claim 3, line 5, delete "see" and substitute thereof "seed". 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Prior art such as Lohr et al. (US 4,395,500), Siol et al. (US 4,456,726) and GB 
1419145 teach aqueous dispersions of bimodal polymer particles, however they do not 
teach a process for preparing a latex by the emulsion polymerization in the presence of 
a surfactant and polymer seed particles, wherein the polymer seed particles have 
diameters between 200 and 450 nm and represent from 5 to 25% by weight of the 
solids, especially wherein the system is initiated with the combination of water-soluble 
and fat-soluble initiators. 
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Jakob et al. (US 5,889,107) teaches a process for the preparation of a polymer 
dispersion by seed emulsion polymerization, where a mixture of water-soluble and fat- 
soluble initiators may be used. However, the seed in Jacob et al. is not a polymer 
particle, but a hydrosol complex of an organic acid metal salt stabilized with a protective 
colloid. 

No prior art was found to teach or sufficiently suggest all the elements of the 
process in the present claims, nor the latex products of said process. 
Thus, claims 3-13 and 16-28 are allowed.
